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SOME SUGGESTIONS FOR THE CONFERENCE! 


A conference is to be held in Atlanta tomorrow between the governors of 
North Carolina, ‘Alabama and Georgia, at which it is understood the question 
of the possibility and desirability of an amicable adjustment with the rail- 
roads in the matter of rates will be discussed. 

Everybody concedes that it would be infinitely better for all concerned 
that the contention of the past few years should be settled, and any announce- 
ment to the effect that the violent issue that has characterized the contest 
‘between the states and the railroads had been brought to a satisfactory con- 
clusion would be received with universa) approval. 

There are, however, certain features and suggestions in connection with 
the proposed conference that should be kept plainly in view, at least by 
those who are to represent the interests of the state of Georgia. 

Current report, as published in the press dispatches, has it that some 
of the railroads are willing to concede a uniform 2 3-4-cent mile passenger 
rate, provided the states agree to “reasonable concessions” in the matter of 
withdrawing the litigation that has been instituted by them in the effort to 
enforce reduced rates. 

This course has already been adopted in Alabama by agreement, the 
governor of that state very wisely accepting this basis of se 
the consent of the railroads that were party to the agreement to establish in 
that state the Georgia freight rate—the same rate that has existed for many 
years in Georgia, and on the recognition of which for Alabama Governor 
Comer based his famous campaign. 

So, if current report is correct, the Alabama agreement is to be discussed 
as a basis of settlement for North Carolina and Georgia. 

This may be satisfactory to North Carolina, as it certainly 
Alabama—but there are certain things that must not be overlooked when 
Georgia’s claims are under consideration. 

In the first place, the Alabama agreement, as applied to Georgia, would

First—-That the people, who in tre- 
mendous majorities accept and believe 
the Bible and the principles of Jesus 
Christ as they do in the south, cannot 
avoid the. pressure of these principles 
toward uncompromising antagonism to 
such an institution as the business of 
injuring human beings as the liquor 
traffic does. 

Second—That the Hquor traffic sup- 
ports, encourages and stands on im- 
mense economic waste, a waste with- 
out reference to actual] injury, of tre- 
méndous proportions. 

Third—That the HquoP traffic {[s not 
only an economically non-constructive 
employment of capital, but positively « 
destructive use of protected Investment 
injurious to the labor employed in other 
necessary enterprises, and therefore un- 
friendly in an aggressive degree to in- 
dustrial progress. These are the pa- 
tient truths the professors of political 
economy have without exception 
preached in colleges and universities 
all these years. 

Fourth—The liquor traffic fs a political 
evil. It is the admitted resource oY 
American failures-in municipal govern- 
ment. The incongruous relation of the 
liquor traffic to political virtue has been 
universally recognized in our laws 
which require on the day of republican 
expression at the ballot box that all its 
traffic must be tied up like a dangerous 
dog. The republic has frowned at the 
liquor traffic on every election day, 

Fifth—In the south, the ten million 
negroes are at length to be considered 
and reckoned with at tne point where 
they are most dangerous to themselves 
and therefore most dangerous to south- 
ern civilization; that point is the liquor 
traffic.

Editor Constitution: Many misguided 
friends of prohibition apparently regard 
the prohibition status as a fleeting op- 
portunity to be seized while it lases, for 
putting themselves or their friends in 
public office. They seem to see it as a 
passing wave, and to be afraid if they 
do not take it at its flood they may all 
their lives “‘be bound in shallows and in 
miserijies.”’ I notice that in referring to 
the results in Georgia, prohibition is 
often alluded to as “an experiment.” 
The implication is that we may expect 
soon to see an ebb of the tide and a re- 
turn to the Hcensed Iquor traffic. 

I wish to lodge a criticism against the 
intelligence of that view, whether held 
by ambitious prohibitionists or by those 
who entertain the hope of vindication 
through the failure of “an experiment.” 

In the first place, the election in Bir- 
mingham is not a genuine illustration 
of the prohibition movement in the 
south. If the movement which had its 
great expression in the prohibition en- 
actments of the Georgia legislature had 
been secured by the same methods em- 
ployed in Birmingham, It might be re- 
ferred to as an experiment. But Geor- 
gia got her prohibition, “not by might 
or by power,” and not by emotional or- 
ganization, but by the force of energies 
and events which have a permanent ap- 
peal to intelligent and conservative citi- 
zenship. Prohibition of the Georgia 
kind, and that is the kind tnat is coming 
in all southern states, is essentially not 
a revolution, but an evolution. 

The Birmingham victory is important, 
but its chief importance at the present 
juncture lies in the fact that it was 4 
victory and not a defeat. Because it was 
a victory it helps instead of hinders the 
really important thing—viz., state pro- 
hibition of the Georgia kind, which was 
on the way. 

State prohibition in the south, unless 
the character of our population under- 
goes a radical transformation, as in 
Vermont, by the influx of foreign ele- 
ments, is the logical statesmansnip and 
at the same time the natural and con- 
sistent reward of the religion of the 
south. Religion alone might not expect 
so swift a consummation of its prin- 
ciples, but when the economic, social 
and political interests of a people come 
into conjunction with their religious 
conscience, the overthrow of the liquor 
traffic is absolutely inevitable.
